Mr. Jlills ajjpliod for bail on behalf of 
tho Chinaman charged witii stealing a 
watch, etc. , tho property of C. C. Slc- 
Kcnzie. 

The Supt. of I'ulico opposed and Ilis 
Honor declined to grant tho application. 

Sally, a fair abprigirio, was mulcted ia 
tho usual 'fiiie • for 't.tk'ing too ' miioli' 
whisky. 

For tho same oftence and for resisting 
the ofliccr while taking Sally to gaol, an 
Indian named Jim was given the option 
of leavin!; his case in tho hands of tlio 
Police Jlagistrato or tru.sting to tho ton- 
dor mercies of a Supreme Court judge and 
jury. Ho chose tlie former alternative. 

After hearing evidence and an ener- 
getic harangue ia Chinook from thtprisoner 
tho ca.se was remanded until Tuesday 
next. 

Tho next case, one of aa.sault, the de- 
plninaiit failed to put in an appearance 
after being^ called upon in the usual man- 
nor'and'lho "case wag' diiin'aisotU' 

TUK COUNCIL (UI.VMIIHIl MKI.KK. 

This case was resumed. 

Mr. T. Davie roiUeudod ihut the case 
should bo either sent to u liigher court or 
dismissed. Hutif the defendant \vinhL>d to 
havo tho case fluinniuriiy disposed of he 
lihcl no ' jibjectioii. 

"■'INrrCJolinson. stated that he was in a 
])o.sition' to bviiis rebutting evidence that 
would ohniigo: tho whole aspect of tho 
case. 

His Worship said ho had no power to 
try the case suimuarily unless by con.'M'ut 
of defonco. ,Tho case would therefore bo 
proceeded' with;. 

Dr. Trimble exaaiinod by iSIr. T. Davie 
— Roincnihercd thi; evening of ,St!i inst. ; 
Capt. Clarke called uii him with wounds 
on his face; said he had received them in 
falling; Clarke had three wounds and a 
black eye; coidd not say that tho wounds 
were very dangerous; thoy might have 
.become dangerous from- erysipelas; they 
did not recpiire a great deal of treatment 
and healed on tho lirst intention. 

Cross-examined by defendant — Witness 
thought the wounds must have been in- 
-flictod by a ring; thoy did not look very 
deep; witnos.-! examined defendant's ling- 
ers Eiut could find 110 indications of a ring 
having been worn ; thought plaintiff was 
rather short-winded to make much of a 
tight; for one blow ho might strike a very 
heavy one; ho might strike three or four 
blows pretty well; but ho would bo no 
match for' 'defendant; tho wounds were 
uttt diingorous. 

The dofondant hero objected to 3Ir. 
Davie appearing for the Council. 

ISFr. T. Davio dofondod tho action of 
tho Cuiincil in retaining him on their bo- 
half. Oapt. Clarke had nothing to-do 
his apiioaraiico in 'court.' ; 

His Worship considered that there was 
nothing irregular in Mr. Davio tnking 
part in the investigacion and allowed liiiu 
to proceed with the ease. 

P. Woolacott, sworn — Said he saw 
Johnson at CamjiboU's corner on the 
night of the difliculty; one hand was 
covered with blood; ho said aomethiiig 
ab«ut Clarki) having called him a "d — — 
fool" and that Clarke had struck thh first 
blow. 

i\Ir. Theo. Davie said that this matter 
was iimre between tho City Council and 
Mr. .rulinson tlian between Capt. Clarke 
and Mr. Johnson. Tho Council felt that 
its mciiibci's must bo protected. TJie 
Council had no desire to persecute Mr. 
Johnson, but they felt it their duty to 
protect their memlwr.'j. 

IVfr. Joliiibuii believed tliat Mr.. .Davio 
had no status in tho court. 

Mr. Pontberton thought that a more 
decorous courso to pursue would bo for 
Mr. Davie not to take an active part in 
the iiroaocutioii. 

Mr. Davie— Then I shall witlidraw. 

Mr. Mills «aid, acting for Cuuiicillui- 
Clarke was a dili'iirent thing to acting for 
Capt. Clarke and a.sked that Mr. Davie 
should b« allowed to go on witli the 
c.nso. 

The fomt adjourned fur l.'i iiiiiiufcH, 
when 

Afr. IJavie annomiced that having re- 
ceived farther instruction."! he would now 
appear fur both the City Council and Capt. 
Clarke — the latter being a ineinbor of tho 
City Council. 

Mr. Johnson conlen^'Gtt tViat Mr. Davio 
Imd no locim tto;;:.!i us counsel for the 
City Coaufi;. Ho objecteil to Mr. Davio 
.■'.opearinf; for that bmly. 

Tho objection was noted, the Magistrate 
remarking that counsel wore only allowed 
in a police court as a matter of courtesy. 

Mr. .Jolinson asked that his own evi- 
douco, under oath, be admitted in accord- 
ance with the reiiuirementH nf tlie Can- 
adian statute. 

Mr. D.ivio resisted this application. 
The Act applied to oases of oomihon as- 
sault. " I. 

Mr. Puniberton said ho did not think 
he had tho power tu admit defendant's 
testimony. Objection noted. 

W. Jonsen, sworn for the defence — 
fl«(juested defendant to write a letter for 
me to the Council;ho did soand aconversa- 
tion ensued with reference to the letter 
not being likely to be ])roduced at the 
Council; attcndud the Council meeting to 
.see if it would be produced; .signnd the 
letter and believed that it was duly for- 
warded U) tlie 'Mayor and City Council; 
attended tho Council meeting on tho 
night of tlicStli; other cominuiiications 
were road at the niceting , but iiline was 
noi; saw you speaking to some one at the 
meeting; saw yen go up to Conn. Royd 
and speak to hini; tliero w^;l nothing vio- 
lent on ungeiitlemanly iuyonr conduct at 
that time; Ooun. Boyd addressed the 
Clerk with reference to a letter and tho 
Clerk snid the letter had been delivered 
to the Mayor tlie day previous and ho 
liad taken it with liim; a motion to ad- 
journ waH made immediately after this ; 
Conn. Clarke came up and said in ofl'oct 
that you had no buiiinc-.ss there and order- 
ed you to IcavH, adding that you were an 
imiiorlinont puppy for being there; a few 
more angry wortls took place; defendant 
tlicn left the Council cliambcr and Capt. 
Clarke alsii; witness left the building and 
remained ini the sidewalk for a few min- 
utes; did not enter the building after 
this; saw defendant soon afterwards on 
Douglas, atroet; witness was certain that 
Conn. Clarke called dofondant an " im- 
portiiiciit puppy " before being spoken to, 
at leant he did not hoar any wordsspokcu 
by defendant; before that expression was 
mado'Olarke seemed to bo rather excited. 

The evidence of tho next witness (John 
llarman) w.as chiefly eorrobor.itive of Mr. 
Jensen's. He stated thai; Capt. Clarke 
addressed liiiu in a [lonipous .iiul coni- 
manding way, extending his right hand 
before defendant and called him a fool. 
Witness .asked defendant after tho trouble 
was over what had happened and defend- 
ant said that Clarke had cornered him 
and he had to fight his way ont; noticed 
a red blotch on defendant's forehead; it 
appeared bruised; did not notice any- 
thing boisterous on tho part of defendant; 
on the contrai-y, he was perfectlyjoivili^,^ 
i^Ofoss-eianiinedby Mr. Dayje.-7i>i.41ieaK- 



put on his pompoiis air;'"wHen jolinson 
called Clarke a fool ho (Johnson) was 
leaving the chambers. 

Daniel Stiibbs' evidence was corrobora- 
tive of thtif of the preceding witness. In 
addition, witness stated that ho followed 
Johnson to the clerk's room; Clarke came 
round to where Johnson was and then 
the scufHo ensued; the next thing he saw 
thoy were figliting and he pulled Clarke 
off Johnson ,b3' the shoulders; Johnson 
then came out and Mr. Leigh followed 
and told Johnson he was .an "impudent 
puppy" and said that he would punch him 
on tho top of the head and would throw 
him down the steps; Clarke w.as trying to 
strike when witne.ss took him ofl"; the mo- 
ment Clarke got clear defendant went 
away; defendant could not got out of tlie 
corner without Clarke, b^ing, taken , ofl' 
him. 

Cross-examined by ^Ir. Davio — Mr. 
Partridge helped to seporato tho parties; 
did not SCO Clarke with his back to tho 
wall; Johnson waa.; in tho corner; Part- 
ridge was wrong when he said that at the 
time they were separated Clarke had Jiis 
back to the wall; Johnson struck Clarke 
several tir.ics before they were part- 
ed; hail no business with Johnson that 
evening; waited for the purpose of going 
homo with him ; tiio fighting did not last 
more than a'nunute;'did ntit expect any 
row when ho followed Jolinson; saw.no 
ring on dofondant's finger; had n fair op- 
portunity of seeing one had it been 
there. 

To tho llench — Neither of the parties 
Wire knocked down during the fight. 

Mr. Johnson here requested either Mi\ 
Jeiikinsonor Councillor Smith to witli- 
draw while the other was being ex- 
amined. 

Councillor Smith accordingly left the 

court room. 

Robert JenkiiiHon'.s evidence was cou- 
llnnatory to that of Jensen tnul Uarnian 
up to the time tlie Council adjourned and 
also that of Stubbs afterwards. Tho. wit- 
ness thon went with Coun. Smith to the 
Clerk's oflico thinking tho trouble was all 
over; the defendant .stoud in tlio clerk's 
room outside tho counter and said "he 
was bound to see this thing out"; Clarku 
said that he (Jonkinson) was invited in- 
side by a Councillor and that Johnson was 
an intruder and that Clarke would take 
dauined good care that ■ he (Johnson) 
should not go there again; Clarke followed 
Johnson and struck him after a few moro 
wordshad passed between them; tho sen file 
thon took ploce and blows were struck on 
•both sides and Johnson ultimately backed 
into tho corner, both tho parties still 
fighting; made the remark to Councillor 
Smith after Johnson struck his first blow 
that ho (Johnson) would bo too much for 
Clarke, and Smith said that ho did not 
think so; Clarke waa tho tiggressor and 
had struck the first blow and 
to let them alone for a minuto, after 
whicli they were parted; did not say that 
the fight was like that of two old washer- 
women, but did say that Clarke did not 
know li.Mv tu defend himself or ho wf)uld 
not have got imnished in the w.ay ho was 
in so short a time; the fight was vory 
onesided; thought at the time that de- 
fendant must have had a ring on his fin- 
ger but was convinced on examining liis 
hand next morning that such had nut 
boon the case ; Clarke struck tho tlr.^t 
blow and witne.is sujiposed that ho did 
his host afterwards; did not see indica- 
tion of fear on tho i)art of Clarke; ho act- 
ed liko.i man who had f ull feonfidepce in his 
own powers or ho would not have struck 
the first blow. 

Comi. Smith was the next witness. His 
evidence did not vary much from that of 
tho preceding witnesses. Witness stated 
that while defendant was speaking to 
Coun. Boyd a motion was put on which 
he (Ijoyd) did not vote ; the clerk after 
this vote was put said that there was an- 
other communicatiiiii, but it had been 
handed to tho Mayor, as he was one of 
the licensing magistrates ; when Clarko 
met John.son ho asked what he was doing 
there, and Johnson said " it wjis nono of 
his business." Clarko said in reply tliat 
iP.Tohnson did not go out he (Clarke) 
would put him out ; Johnson was outside 
tho counter ; Clarko caught him by the 
Uppcl of the coat and struck him with his 
right fist and Johnson roturnod tho blow 
almost simultaneously ; wttness supposed 
that thoro must havo been from 20 to 40 
blows struck. 

Mr. Leigh, the city clerk, was ne.xt ox- 
aniined to show that tho defendant had 
business in the Council chamber. .Tho 
witness had received a letter from defend- 
ant about two days before tho 8th inst ; 
could not say whether the letter in ques- 
tion was addressed to the Mayor and 
Ccuiiicil or to myself. It is usual for wit- 
ness to iiaiid letters refering to licensing 
to the Mayor ; had special reasons for 
handing that application to the Jlayor as 
money had been paid tlie collector who had 
received instructions from the Mayor to 
ruooivc it ; if defendant Iiad come to his 
oflico and asked a civil question he would 
certainly have given him a civil answer ; 
witness might have been asked a ques- 
tion ; was under tho iniprosaiou that one 
was asked in the Council chamber ; did 
not see much of tho altercation ; was 
much hurt that such a thing .iihould take 
place ; recollect but oiio occa.sinu when a 
person was ordered out of tho chamber, 
and t hen it was done by the Mayor never 
know an individual councillor to do such 
a thing. 

Cross examined — ^Thore is a separate 
place for the public in the Town Hall ; 
never knew any ono to act as .Tohnson 
did on the day in cpicstiou ; after it 
was all over John.stoii made a remark 
that ho was all wrong about the letter. 

IMr. Johnson asked for an adjournment 
uvdil to-morrow to show His llonoi- the 
lawfulness of the assault. 

The magistrate said lie had not the re- 
motost intention of disinis-sing tho case. 
It woidd liave to go to the Jiigher court. 

Mr. Johnson said that to-morrow ho 
would make a atatomont to tho court 
which it was important should go before 
tiio public. 

Court adjourned till 11 o'clock Friday.
